REMARKS 

The present Amendment cancels claim 9 and leaves claims 1-8 
unchanged. Therefore, the present application has pending claims 1-8. 

Claim 9 stands rejected under 35 USC §1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Ghazarian (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0016143). As 
indicated above, claim 9 was canceled. Therefore, this rejection is rendered 
moot. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

It should be noted that the cancellation of claim 9 was not intended nor 
should it be considered as an agreement on Applicants part that the features 
recited in claim 9 are taught or suggested by any of the references of record. 
The cancellation of claim 9 was simply intended to expedite prosecution of the 
present application. 

Applicants acknowledge the Examiner's indication in paragraph 3 of 
the Office Action that claims 1-8 are allowed. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, applicants submit 
that claims 1-8 are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, early allowance of 
claims 1-8 is respectfully requested.
